Large Crowd, Good Weather 


M°p Races Successful 
Despite Accidents 


Crop conditions have improved 
this past week with cloudy 
weather bringing scattered showers 
over much — but not all — of 
the County of Vulcan area. 

Showers have ranged from "dust- 
settlers” to two inches or more 
but most districts would still bene¬ 
fit greatly by a general rain, al¬ 
though the showers received this 
past week have certainly been 
welcome and in many cases have 
saved fall crops from serious de¬ 
terioration. 

Tuesday’s outlook was for con¬ 
tinued cloudy weather and showers. 


H A well known former resident 

of Vulcan, William Douglas Hys- 
lop of Fairview, Alta., died May 
30, 1964, after a lengthy illness. 
He was 72 years of age. 

Born at St. David's, New Bruns¬ 
wick, Mr. Hyslop moved to the 
Vulcan district about 40 years ago 
and farmed at Reid Hill. He mar¬ 
ried Miss Maud Taylor in 1928 and 
in 1937, with his family, moved to 
Scotland. Returning from Scotland, 
he lived at Vulcan until 1952, 
when he moved to Fairview. He 
had been a patient in the Hotel 
Dieu of St. Joseph Hospital, 
Whitelaw, for the past year.

Recreational Areas 


Ratepayers of the Village of Champion and of 
the rural area of which Champion is the trading and 
recreational centre will vote next Monday, June 22, 
on a by-law to approve or disapprove the setting up 
of a Champion Recreational Area to be administered 
by a seven-member recreational board. 

Although other recreational areas have been 
established at different points in the province, it is 
understood that this is the first time a plebiscite has 
been held to approve the establishment of a joint 
(town and rural area) recreation board. 

Co-ordination of recreational-cultural activities, 
whether by voluntary co-operation or by the establish¬ 
ment of a joint recreation board, appears to be most 
desirable in any town and district. The latter plan, 
setting up a recreation area and committee, means 
that all ratepayers involved — rather than just a few 
— contribute to the costs of recreational and cultural 
activities. This is fair and just in that all the residents 
concerned certainly benefit to some extent by a pro¬ 
perly planned and co-ordinated program. 

A properly developed and administered recrea¬ 
tional - cultural program should be of great value and 
benefit to the residents of the Champion district, and 
approval of the by-law is necessary if such a program 
is to be instituted. Results of the vote will be awaited 
with interest by residents of other towns and districts 
in the county.

Ladies' Swim 
Classes Start 

(By Dale Phillips) 

Monday, Junp 15, 1:00 p.m.; six 
“young” ladies poised tense and 
breathless outside the entrance to 
the swimming pool. Their eyes 
were branded with cautious sus¬ 
picion. No words were spoken — 
the exchange of ominous glances 
was the prevailing communicative 
channel. The big green door click¬ 
ed and swung open, The ladies tip¬ 
toed inside. The fellow behind the 
counter offered his assistance in 
a cold, harsh tone. The ladies 
choked and stood aghast. A short, 
meek, barrel-shaped fille shuffled 
forth and gingerly thrust a wrinkl¬ 
ed note to the fellow: "We wish 
to swim in order to keep trim like 
Esther Williams.” Ladies’ swim¬ 
ming lessons have begun. 

¥ • • 

Adult class swimmers as well as 
regular class swimmers are learn¬ 
ing a new and valued skill for the 
first time this season. It is a self¬ 
survival technique commonly re¬ 
ferred to as drownproofing or sur¬ 
vival floating. Drownproofing is to 
be introduced and taught at all 
four levels of Red Cross instruc¬ 
tion. 

Only a few hours of instruction 
are required by any one person 
with desire, irrespective of sex, 
age, condition, or strength, in order 
to stay up for hours and swim for 
miles. Approximately one thou¬ 
sand four and five year old child¬ 
ren in the Atlanta area have stay¬ 
ed up one hour — swum one mile 
— stayed up half an htmr, then 
swum a mile with ankles tied to 
the waist and the same thing with 
wrists tied behind the back — all 
fully clad. The results obtained 
with handicapped children are 
equally fantastic. Cramps and in¬ 
juries are merely annoying and 
not dangerous to “Drownproofers" 
because when this technique is 
mastered it is just as easy to stay 
up with only one arm as with 
both arms and both legs. 

Traditional swimming is usually 
adequate for pool and dockside 
swimming, but where hampering 
clothes, cramps and injuries, 
choppy waves and real distances 
combine to drown people in lakes, 
rivers and oceans, why not learn a 
single, efficient self-survival skill?

It may be well at this time to review some of the factors 
involved in the plebiscite to be held on the Municipal levy o 
one mill for recreational and cultural development. There ap¬ 
pears to be considerable misunderstanding of this subject. 

The government of the Province of Alberta in an at¬ 
tempt to stabilize and maintain community development in 
this P orovince in 1955 passed the Cultural and Recreational 
DevetopmentT Act and hive since that time effected a number 
of amendments to strengthen and modernize this act. 

It is a fact that the holding of the plebiscite in the 
Champion Community on this subject has established a pre¬ 
cedent in that this is the first tune a community has held 
a vote to decide whether or not the implementation of this 
act is in the best interests of the citizenry. 

At this time let it be recognized that it is not equitable 
that the people of the Village of Champion be expected to pro¬ 
vide and P maintain all the recreational facilities required to 
service the population surrounding this centre. In view of this, 
it appeared to numbers of rural and urban residents that a 
joint program, financed and planned in an orderly manner, 
could be most beneficial and desirable. 

As a result of the actions of two public meetings held in 
Champion sometime ago, survey teams went out to test the 
reaction of the citizens to a proposal that, that portion of the 
County fo Vulcan surrounding Champion raise by a levy or 
one mill based on the municipal assessment, a sum of money 
amounting to roughly $2300. 

The results of the survey indicated that more than 85% 
of those contacted approved of the program as outlined. 

There was an understanding that the ratepayers of the 
Village of Champion would raise a sum of about $850 based 
on a two mill levy on assessment. 

There is no need at this time to go into all the political 
ramifications that have risen to confront this project. 

It is suggested that rural ratepayers involved in this 
plebiscite carefully consider some of the following factors. 

The survival of small rural communities is no accident, 
but is the result of sound planning on a long range basis, with 
the active support of a majority of the public. Financing of 
community centres, libraries, youth groups and cultural 
activities presents a real problem in most areas. 

The provisions of the Cultural and Recreational Develop¬ 
ment Act provides a means whereby communities may work 
out their destinies in an orderly manner. While the act allows 
a levy of up to three mills on real property, it is felt that one 
mill will be sufficient to organize a useful program in the 
Champion Community. Skeptics are saying, "Oh, they are 
starting with one mill, but they will soon have it up to three 
iqills.” Who are "they?” This one each can answer for his 
or her self. 

Naturally we are all interested in knowing how much 
a program like this will cost us personally. Based on a V* 
section assessed at $1850, the levy would amount to $1.85; on 
higher assessed quarters, at $2320, the levy would of course 
amount to $2.32; and some of the highest assessed land in the 
area, it may go as high as $3.00 per quarter section. 

One may enquire why is a range of from one to three 
mills allowed under the act? Assessed valuation play a large 
part in this. For example, a levy of one mill on the assess¬ 
ment surrounding Champion will raise a sum as large as 
sav a lew of two mills in the area east of Lake McGregor.

The Act specifies that a committee of seven must be 
set up, subject to the approval of Vulcan County Council in 
this case. There must be a representative of the County Coun¬ 
cil, a representative of the School Committee, and a member 
of the Champion Village Council. The balance of the commit¬ 
tee of whom at least two must be women, can be selected or 
elected by public meeting. With the exception of the Village 
and County representatives, these people may not hold office 
for more than two consecutive years. 

The provincial government holds available grants to one 
third of the money raised to a maximum of $1500 to cover 
the cost of qualified personnel engaged as instructors, in a 
great variety of fields. 

This does not necessarily mean that these people must 
be outsiders. It can well be that we have people qualified in a 
number of fields whom the government would recognize as 
competent. 

What might we expect to achieve with a sum of over 

$3000. 

The Champion Community Hall is presently filling the 
role the name implies.

Heat, light and other 
services have to be provided. 

We have a fine library, which is maintained by the 
initiative and finances of two few people.
